Fish as a food is perhaps Li.!- most 
neglected ill all our natural re- 
sources Australian coasts arc 
tilKiiijKlitig in supplies of edible fish. 

Fresh, they are delicious; tinned, 
man)* ol tticin <xjukl compare wllb 
the moat covetously remembered of 
our pre-war Importations. Their 
by-products — oil, gelatine. fertiliser 
— reave the pcasibililJrs of important 
industries. 

Flsh should no lodger be a luxury 
on the menu. Its high nutritive 
value and its pooKlbiilUes of supply 
should bring It within the range of 
every income levnl, a farnUlar food 
on evrry table in tile land 

The fish listed inert are the most 
Important ol our Australian edible 
fish. 

Black Bream Is Unpvrtanl v a 
toorj and game fish It weighs up 
to B or 1Mb, and is caught In coastal 
lakes and estrone*. May be grilled, 
fried, or baked. Needs a piquant 
sauce to mitigate a certain flatness 
of flavor. 

Barratfonta Is a valuable food Tmh. 
but In ltd fresh state quickly deter- 
iorates, going soft, and so It Is often 
preserved by salting and smoKlng. 
It has. a good flavor, but nut the 
fineness of many It grows to a 
xrent sbte and in easily caught. Good 
for casserole, fish cakes, steamed 
or soi led and served m sauce. 

John Uary bean Uie mark ol St 
Peter's angers and through the ages 
has been a favorite Friday fish 
It has a fine narrow body, op to 
about Iran It Is excellent for the 
table taut not common on the mar- 
ket Delicious fried, grilled, or 
baked 

Flounder In a first-class table run 
with delicious white flush. It is a 
flat fish up to loin. It U somellmes 
smoked. Good grilled, tried, or 
poached. 

Flathead has a broad Sat bead 
and flallah body There are many 
species, but the rode fiabhead. about 
lain., la the moat common The 
flesh is fine and white, but needs 
a irood seasoning. Pry Ot bake 
Soused Oil head is good. 

G Irtish is one of our most Impor- 
tant food fish. Its elongated slen- 
der body has floe white flesh 
of a very delicate flavor Grill, 
fry or bake or poach In milk or wine 
and serve with a piquant sauce. 

Herring*, and members of the her- 
ring family, pilchards and anchovies 
are plentiful In Australian waterx. 
They are valuable fish and can make 
excellent eating. The pilchards are 
ver ilmllar to oversea* sardines, and 
anchovies, which occur tn enormous 
quantities, are very like Uie famous 
Italian anchovies; salted or pickled 
they are delicious and are excellent 
Savor addition to all types of savory 
dishes 

Jewflah are also called tlngflsh 
and butteTflah. They are a valu- 
able food fish. They sometimes 
"weigh up to Mib la Mb and have 
a rather coarse mealy quality May 
be steamed, boiled, or baked. 

Mackerel Is one of tile world's 
moat Important food flah. They 
are In great abundance in Austra- 
lian waters. Have a streamlined, 
elegant body. 13 to 14 inrha. bluey- 
green with wavy hlark streaks May 
be Tried, grilled, baked, or steamed, 
whole or filleted. 




Mullet Is a fine table fish, and Is 
very abundant It Is greeny-steel 
blue on top, silvery below, and has 
a thick, fleshy eyelid. Oriiled. tried, 
baked or steamed. It has a fine 
digestible flesh With a good flavor. 

Murray cod belongs to the perch 
family. It Is one of the finest of our 
Aualrallan fish, both for texture 
and flavor, arows to a great nla. 
and caught up to Bulb tn weight 
Cutlets til cod may be fried, baked, 
or steamed. 

Salmon, here, although It ha* 
typical salmon markings and shape, 
Is not the true salmon, and lit flesh 
and flavor are in no way comparable 
with the overseas salmon When 
very young, the Australian satmon 
la very palatable. Beat steamed and 
served with good sauce. 

Tunny bfionp to the mackerel 
family It Is a famous sporting flah, 
and Is sometimes caught up to 10 
feet. It has been sailed as food 
from times of remote antiquity 
American tuna Is very popular Aus- 
tralian tunny, steamed or baked. Is 
very palatable, with fleeh and flavor 
nrH unlike very young chicken 

Trevally is > good lablr fish, but 
needs milting soon otter catching 
or Die flesh deteriorates quickly It 
averages 2 to lib. 

Snapper Is perhaps the most Im- 



portant of the Australian food and 
market fish. Its pink color deepens 
with age. and the young fish, up to 
about I alb.. Is known as red bream, 
while the olrl man snappers are 
caught up to 301b. Il Is cooked In 
fillets, cm .' : or whole, and may 
be fried, baked, boiled ar cooked in 
» casserole.
